with Elmer E. Shirrell, chief of the| 
Division of Rehabilitation of the U. S. 
Veterans’ Bureau. For several months 
it had been thought that Chaffey 
Union could not continue receiving 
these men another year, but arrange- 
ments have been satisfactorily made | 
so that the Federal Board will con-| 
tinue to use the institution. 

Most of the work to be given will 
be handled by the instructors in 
non-campus__ classes. The regular | 
courses of the Junior College will} 
be utilized by the government in a 
few cases; probably from twenty to 
thirty men will be sent for these 
courses. Vocational “unit’’ courses 
will be presented, the men receiving 
their instruction on the school farms, 
or on their own farms. All of these 
courses will be financed adequately 
by the government. 

Recently a survey has been made 
by the Federal Board of the men 
now in training. This was very cap- 
ably done and reflects credit on the 
representatives of the Federal Board. 

The following letter. sets forth 
clearly the future plans for Federal 
Board courses at Chaffey: 

“Confirming our conversation this 
date, I am writing you outlining, at | 
least in a tentative way, some of the 
work that we would like to have 
your school do for us in the next 
fiscal year. 


Junior College Courses in

isfactory to us in preparing the men 
who are qualified to do collegiate 
grade work and whose objectives 
necessitate university training in ag- 
riculture. We shall probably have 
twenty or twenty-five men who will 
continue in this type of training for 
the next year. It is our plan to send 
only men for this work who either 
by previous preparation. or because of 
unusually high intelligence rating

.At the present time we have very 
urgent need in our district for insti- 
tutional training in Poultry Husband- 
ry. This institutional work would 
only need to be a short course to be 
followed by training on the man’s 
own individual project. 


Bee Keeping 

We have appreciated very much the 
work that Prof. Benton has done this 
year with the men studying Bee 
Keeping. We believe that some of 
our most seriously handicapped men 
can carry on in this, work and we 
are anxious to see additional men go 
into this type of agriculture. I note 
that it will be necessary for part of 
this instruction to be given as ex- 
tension work and | believe that a 
satisfactory plan can be worked out 
because these classes are to be oper- 
ated for our peculiar needs and for 
our particular benefit. 

Because of the fact that yours is 
not a profit-making institution, I be- 
lieve that we could safely recom- 
mend to the Central office that a 
tuition charge of $35 per month be 
allowed your institution for this vo- 
cational work in agriculture. I am 
exceedingly anxious that this | 





ttonal work be absolutely divorced 
from the work on the campus and 
that as far as possible the instrue-

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AMERICAN INDUSTRY BEFORE 
HAMILTON 

ODERN nations do not deify their great men, 

but hasty writers and speakers sometimes carry 

praise to unwarranted lengths. It has recently 

been asserted that Alexander Hamilton was the 
father of American protection, and this will be echoed 
by many who, if they stop to reflect, know that he 
was its master advocate, not its parent. 

English protection was a little more than four 
hundred years old when Alexander Hamilton was 
born. In the reign of Elizabeth skilled artisans from 
the Low Countries came to England and industrial 
advancement followed. Under Cromwell came the 
Navigation act which increased British tonnage and 
gave wages to British seamen. When France revoked 
the Edict of Nantes expert Hugnenots fled over the 
Channel, and England profited by their coming. All 
this had passed into history before the seventeenth 
century ran to its close. : 

Does anyone suppose that Alexander Hamilton was 

“ignorant of all these facts? It is doubtful if there 
was in his boyhood a merchant or a mate who did not 
know them, and he was*certainly not below the aver- 
age. He went early into business life, his employer 
left him for days in charge of affairs, and he turned 
his young mind to studies bearing on trade. When he 
came to this country he found that the British govern- 

i ment had had a twofold policy for the colonies—to 
check all industry that rivaled that of the tight little 
island‘and to favor all that did not. 

As a soldier Hamilton saw our industrial weak- 
ness. He knew that Great Britain could equip her 
armies and-fleets while we had to capture our supplies 
or to beg them from Holland and France. Then after 
‘he Revolution came a time of industrial prostration 
so humiliating that the need of protection for industry 
was, as Daniel Webster said, one leading cause for 
the adoption of the Constitution. It was in the first 
year of Washington’s Presidency that James Madison 
introduced our first tariff act which the executive 
was glad to sign. . 

To say this is té cite history, not take away one 
jot or tittle of the praise justly due to Hamilton. of 
him it can fairly be said that he was. the master 
publicist of the young republic and that he has never 
been surpassed. Whatever he wrote on banking, on 
protection, on national bookkeeping or any public 
question was so powerfully stated that he has always 
remained at the head of our economists. But the state 
papers that are to live while the republic lives must 
have basis of fact as well as brilliancy of forecast, 
and Hamilton used the facts of industrial history as 
he would have used the facts that proved the case 
ot a client. “4 

In this is his claim to greatness. He wrote demon- 
strations and he organized like a Napoleon. But he no 
more conceived the doctrine of protection than Black- 
stone invented the laws of England or than Newton 
invented the axioms of geometry. He was not primar- 
ily a dreamer, though he had his grand dreams. Let 
his case be put’in the true light for he surely would 
not have wished it to be placed in any other. 

Since Hamilton‘s day the locomotive, the ocean 
steamer, the telegraph, the cable and the radio have 
added to the world’s working efficiency. Had he 
been a mechanic he would have been an inventer, 
but he was not an inventor. He was a lawyer and a 
statesman who took the great precedents of the Old 
World and transplanted them into a fair garden, the 
mind of the new republic.—National Republican.

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EACH MAN HIS OWN LANDLORD 
T HE trite expression ‘‘the rolling stone gathers 


no moss”’ is applicable in the consideration of 

building a home. The man who builds a home 

for his family has anchored himself and has a 
vital interest in his community that no tenant can 
possibly have. ; 

The tenant need not be especially concerned whether 
the community is prosperous or otherwise, so long as 
he is not personally affected, and usually because of 
lower rents, he is benefitted in one way when times 
are hard. But when he has acquired a home for him- 
self, he is vitally concerned in the prosperity of his 
home town, because he is personally affected when a 
slump comes and values go down, just as he is 
benefitted when the town grows and values of prop- 
erty increase. A town made up of home owners is by 
far a better town than one made up of renters or 
tenants. The owner has an interest in keeping his 
home attractive, his lawn and his flowers cared for; 
while the tenant, who does not know how long he may 
live in his rented house is often not greatly concerned 
about these matters. 

There is a satisfaction, too, in buildimg a home of 
your own, that has the conveniences and comforts 
which you have yourself planned and that is a real 
part of your family life. While, of course, many of 
us are necessarily limited in the amount of money we 
can spend in building a home, the value of a home 
cannot be caleulated in dollars and cents. ‘And like- 
wise it is true, no matter how much we may spend 
for an apartment or a rented house, we never have 
a real home for the family until we are living in a 


home of our own. 


It is undoubtedly true that if we were a nation of 
home owners, we would have a greater number of 
good citizens, people interested not alone in the wel- 
fare of their own community but also in the well- 
being of the nation, in wholesome moral laws, and in 
law enforcement as well. No man wants bad neighbors, 
and the chances for good neighbors and progressive 
citizens are much improved when people own their 
own homes, and thus become a permanent unit in the 
community. 

There has been, many times, a seeming slump, a 
frost or financial disturbance, or other temporary 
backset, at which some timid people have been dis- 
mayed. This, however, is the case anywhere, and 
we cannot find the place where there is one con- 
tinuous flow of prosperity. But it has been the ex- 
perience here that these conditions soon passed over, 
and Southern California went on ‘‘Straight Ahead.’’

MAY SOON BE FAMILIAR SIGHT 


HE Associated Press reports from Berlin that 
the trade-mark ‘‘Made in Germany’’ soon may 

be stamped again on German export wares, for 

the ‘agitation to revive this trade-mark, which 
was known in three-fourths of the market cities of 
the world before the war, has been increasing in in- 
dustrial and commercial circles. ' 

If the Republican protective tariff bill is not soon 
passed the people of the United States will not have 
to rely on newspaper reports to get this information. 
They will have reminders of it every day as they 
read ‘‘Made in Germany’’ on thousands of articles 
which are displacing the domestic production. 

Last year we imported eighty million dollars worth 
of goods from Germany. That doesn’t sound like 
such an awful lot, until one begins to study the im- 
port value of the goods and finds hosiery at 11 cents, 
pocket knives at 10 cents, razors at 16 cents, scissors 
and shears at 14 cents and corresponding prices on 
many other ‘‘Made in Germany’’ goods. 

Then one begins to realize that $80,000,000 worth 
of German imports represents the displacement of 
more than $250,000,000 worth of American products 
in the home market. But the consumer is stuck by 
thé importer just the same.—Dubuque Times-Journal. 
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USELESS WASTE OF TIRES 

N the state of California there are some 600,000 

automobiles licensed. It is safe to say that the 

average machine including trucks and pleasure 

ears, expends $100.00 a year each for tires or 
an aggregate of $60,000,000 annually in this one 
state. 

It is safe to say that the annual depreciation on 
these tires is 20 per cent greater on a rough or gritty 
surfaced highway than it would be if such surface 
were covered with a cushion of some bituminous sub- 
stance which not only would protect the foundation 
of the road but take the grind off from tires. 

In the one state of California this would mean a 
saving of $12,000,000 annually to automobile users 
for tires alone not to mention the saving to taxpayers 
through the longer life which would result to their 
permanent highways. 

Ten years hence, after various states have ex- 
perienced the costly experiment of leaving the surface 
of their permanent highways unprotected by a non- 
jarring surface, public sentiment will be unanimous 
‘or that character of construction regardless of ma- 
-erial used for the road base.—Industrial News. 
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VAMP SELVES INTO TROUBLE 


IFTY per cent of the girls with whom social 
workers must deal meet trouble through their 

own premeditated plans. Such ,was an opinion

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THE WORLD’S HEADACHE 

T is commonly supposed that fighting a war 

is the most diffieult proposition that a nation 

ever has to face. But the experiences of the 

world since November, 1918, suggest that it is 
not such a difficult propostion to fight a war, as to 
pick up the pieces after the war stops. 

A war always makes a certain artificial prosperity 
that covers up many troubles. Governments in time 
of peace have to restrict their expenses to their in- 
come. But in time of war they borrow without limit 
and money is spent like water. That provides work 
for everybody at high pay, and people are generally 
prosperous. Thus the mass of the people may be 
better contented in a time of war than in peace 
times. ; 

But this condition of satisfaction is like a man 
who is gloriously happy while drinking intoxicating 
liquor. The exhilaration passes off, and then he has 
to pay with a severe headache. 

The world has been having its headache for the 
past two years. No country can go indefinitely on 
borrowed money. When the effort is fade to get 
back to a basis of sane and normal expenditure and 
production, it is as difficult as the recovery of the 
man who has been on a spree. 

In time’ of war all elements in the community work 
together to win a victory and they sacrifice their own 
selfish interests. When peace comes they consider 
their own affairs and work at cross purposes. The 
results produce industrial and social troubles. 

“Wars have always been followed by difficult 
periods. But invariably those troubles have passed 
over in a few years and the country has gone on to 
renewed prosperity. The United States has advanced 
in wealth and equipment and intelligence so wonder- 
fully in the past half century that the recovery ought 
to be much quicker than it was after the Civil War.

came to San Diego in 1847; Cajon 
Pass was guarded by a Mormon 
batallion sent from Los Angeles, 
against the hostile Indians, Capt 
Jefferson Hunt was the first white 
man to come through the Cajon Pass 
with his Mormon settlers into the 
San Bernardino valley and settled in 
the Gate City.. In 1851 the Mormons 
purchased many of the early Spanish 
Ranchos. He related the tale of the 
contemplated robbery of the first 
gold payment on the land of $20,000, 
the bandits hiding in the Lytle 
Creek bottoms awaiting the treasure, 
the holdup only being frustrated by 
a sick mule in the wagon-train and 
the desire to rest on the part of the 
weary travelers at so charming a 
spot as the springs at Willow Grove 
just east of Red Hill, which so de- 
layed the party the robbers decided 
they were not coming and beat a re- 
treat, 

The six years of the Mormons’ so- 
journ was * financial success, Then 
came the Indian scare and the build- 
ing of the fort at San Bernardino, 
occupying eight acres and accomo- 
dating the entire population of 1006 
families. As late as 1866 marauding 
Indians killed many of the prominent 
settlers out on hunting parties. The 
emigrants were much pleased with 
the land and wrote back east that 
this was a climate of perpetual 
spring and summer. The culture of 
the grape and the prickly pear were 
some of the leading industries, Wine 
was shipped in quantities, mostly 
abroad. San Bernardino county was 
organized in 1853 with about 3,000 
people in the county seat. 1857 
marked the year of the great earth- 
quake which did severe damage and 
brought the Urbita Springs into be- 
ing. Then Indians attacked the set- 
tlement and in 1858, 600 Mormons

Sheriff W. A. Shay has received | 
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Quality Of Milk 
In County Shows 
Steady Increase 


Through the efforts of the San 
Bernardino County Farm Bureau 
Cow Testing Association, the quan- 
tity and quality of milk products in 
the county is showing a steady in- 
crease, 

Executive Secretary M. A. Kipf 
has completed compilation of the 
February report of the association, 
which shows several’cows in the list 
that would stand high in any com- 
petitive test. The general standard 
of* herds being tested by the asso- 
ciation is mounting. 

Blackeye, owned by S. C. Test of 
Ontario, leads in the association for 
the month with 1.797 pounds of milk, 
containing 98.84 pounds of butterfat. 

Chaffey Farm leads with the high- 
est herd average for herds less than 
20 cows, with an average of 1,178 
pounds of milk and 48.7 pounds of 
butterfat. 

In herds of more than 20 cows, 
H. C. Burbank, Chino, leads with 35 
cows, an average of 971 pounds of 
milk and 40.63 pounds butterfat. 

Seek More Members 

In speaking of the efforts of the 
association in upbullding the herds 
of the county, Secretary Kipf said: 
“An increase of membership is now 
planned. 

“We have made arrangements with 
the Chaffey Farm in Chino for the 
testing of milk for butterfat. 

“Cows are tested each month and 
records sent to the owners. This 
means that in a very short time each 
member knows which cows he is 
supporting and which cows are sup- 
porting him. 

“The efforts of the association are 
bent to the adding of profit to the 
dairymen through the gospel of ef 
ficiency, and through the weeding 
out of unprofitable animals, the cost 
of production is automatically cut.”

HIGHSCHOOL GRADS |: 
POOR IN SPELLING 


Answering a resolution passed by the 
members of the California State Associa- 
tion of English Teachers, southern section, 
in which it is stated that “Business men 
and college professors all over the country 
justly complain that many of our high 
school graduates cannot spell or compose 
sentences correctly,” Mrs. Grace C. Stanley, 
superintendent of county schools, has 
called a conference of all teachers of 
English of the county for April 22, in 
her offices, opening at 9 o’clock. 

The resolution further states that “eduta- 
tion as a whole has been considerably 
changed by the war,” and that “teachers 
of subjects other than English should 
share the responsibility of improving the 
oral and written work of all students.™ 

Mrs. Stanley’s communication to the 
teachers states in part: 

“It is nearing the time when our county 
manual will need to be re-written, and 
T should like you to be.reaking up your 
mind as to what action we should take 
in preparing the course. in English.” 

Discussion will be on four questions: 
Skall the program of the resolution be 
accepted as outlined; shall acceptance be 
in modified form; shall a new program be 
made; shall the present way prevail. 

Embodied in the resolution are the 
following recommendations, the subject of 
the four-point discussion for students 
entering high school. 

Absolute mastery of a standard list of 
words, in spelling. 

The ability to write a short composition 
manifesting what is termed “sentence 
sense.’ 

In grammar, accurate knowledge of the 
fundamental parts of speech. 

For students entering the tenth grade: 

The ability to use correctly capitals, 
terminal marks, commas, and apostrophes. 

In grammar, accuracy in the use of 
principal parts of irregular verbs, and 
other requirements. 

The resolution provides that five periods 
a week be devoted to English in the 
seventh and eighth grades, and that place- 
ment examinations be given students 
shortly after they enter .high school, and 
the results of these sent by the school 
from whieh the students come. 

Affecting the high schools, a short list 
of minimum essentials is recommended 
for each grade; that the number of stu- 
dents that any teacher of English be asked 
to handle be limited to 100; that literature 
be taught separately from grammar and 
composition, as it is illogical to combine 
them; that each high school department 
be asked to. prepare a list of 100 words 
peculiar to each year’s work in the 
sybject, and the instructor in that subject 
be asked to teach the spelling of 10 of 
these words each month,

Pioneer Inventor Dead 


Joseph Mills, long-time resident of 
Ontario and once famous as an in- 


ventor, died Friday at the county 
hospital, a poor man, at the age 
of 82, 


Mr. Mills, who is survived by his 
widow, now a hopeless invalid, came 
to Ontario from Illinois 33 years ago. 
He was so quiet and unassuming 
that many of those closest to him 
knew nothing of his many inventions. 
His accomplishments along these 
lines were recited following his death 
by A. N. Cook, a distant relative of 
his widow. 

According to Mr. Cook, Mr. Mills 
invented and patented the compound 
steam engine, which has _ revolution- 
ized transportation the world over. 
A ghort time later, he received an 
offer of $25,000 for the patent, but 
realizing its great value, he held out 
for more. The result was that his 
patent was infringed and, lacking 
capital to carry the case to court, 


he lost out entirely. Mr. Mills is 


also said to have invented the first] 


“walking plow,” but received only a 
few hundred dollars for his inven- 
tion. Desnite his advanced years, he 
had recently been working on air- 
nlane improvements and only recent- 
lv had a visit from representatives 
of a large airplane concern in Den- 
ver, Colo.

Therefore, to avoid 
confusion and attain accuracy, the 
government authorities are encourag- 
ing the popularization of ‘Athel,’ the 
tree’s common Arabic name. So now 
that the tree has been properly 
credentialed and introduced we will 
drop both the botanical name and the 
capital letter to speak of it familiarly 
as athel. 

“Moreover, it will grow with phe- 
nomenal rapidity. Cuttings set out 
in early spring attain the height of 
in time 
for the Yuletide celebration. In fact, 
the tree makes a growth of “twelve 
feet a year, or a foot a month. 

“Trees five years old are as tall 
as pines of fifteen or twenty. One 
jof the oldest athels in the valley— 
six years this spring—rmeasured as 
follows: 52 feet high, ’4 feet spread, 
4 feet 10 inches in circumference of 
trunk near ground, and a diameter 
of 18 inches. Sixty feet is the 
height attained by the mature tree 
in its native land. Here it may 
grow still taller. It thickens and 
spreads to an immense size. 

“At first meeting one inclines to 
associate the athel with the pine 
\family, likening it more closely to 
the lacy foliaged junipers of the 
Rockies. But no spicy aroma is 
forthcoming from its long, delicate 
tendrils. Close inspection reveals 
that it is an entirely new acquaint- 
ance, highly individualized, distinctly 
oriental. A _ single branch is like 
green gossamer; taken together they 
are graceful plumes carried in _ pic- 
turesque dishevelment.

“The president of the University of 
California is authorized to make af- 
filiation agreements with such Junior 
Colleges as are prepared to organize 


their collegiate instruction upon a

1. Those colleges shall adopt a 


standard for admission to courses 
preparatory to advanced standing in 
the university, in all respects equiv- 
alent to the standards of admission 
of the University of California. 

2, There shall be organized in 
these institutions the essential  in- 
struction of one of the colleges of 
the university in the freshman and 
sophomore years, normally the col- 
lege of letters and science, 

3. The institutions concerned will 
engage college instructors who shall 
have the qualifications generally rec: 
ognized as appropriate and necessary 
in colleges and universities of the 
United States. The nomination of 
such instructors engaged to give 
teaching designed for accrediting at 
the University of California, shall be 
made by the head of the college, 
but shall be subject to confirmation 
by the president of the university, 
who shall also have the privilege of 
initiating consideration of candidates. 

4. The college will provide  fa- 
cilities for its collegiate teachers 
adequate to the facilities generally 
accepted as standard in American uni 
versities and colleges, or in the Uni- 
versity of California, and will impose 
upon the instructor an amount of 
class instruction and other responsi- 
bilities not in excess of that found 
to be compatible with genuine col- 
legiate work. 

5. The University of California, 
through its president and scademic 
senate, will undertake in all practiec- 
able ways, to assist affiliated insti- 
tutions in achiéving and maintaining 
collegiate instruction. 

6. The University of California 
will maintain an office for extend- 
ing this assistance to collegiate in- 
stitutiong. It will provide at Unt- 
versity expense for proper visiting 
and counselling on the part of the 
university teachers and representa- 
tives. 

7. The University of California, 
will through a committee of the 
Academic Senate, administer the ac- 
crediting of courses in Junior Col 
leges for advanced standing in the 
University and will establish the pre 
accrediting of courses from 
year.

GAS SERVICE GOOD 
‘DURING. WINTER 


“The Southern Counties Gas Company 
rendered good ‘services during the 1921-22 
winter season now coming to a_ close 
and maintained an adequate supply of gas 
during the year. This condition prevailed 
generally over the company’s system with 
the exceptions of shortages at Santa 
Monica Bay and in certain small areas of 
the territory served. A new 2,000,000 
cubic foot gas holder, designed to eliminate 
the Santa Monica shortage is now under: 
construction while re-inforcements to the 
parts of .the distribution system which 
were weak during the coldest days are to 
be made. Generally speaking, however, 
Southern Counties Company consumers en- 
joyed first class service.’ 

The above statement was made_ by 
Harry Masser, Gas Supervisor of the 
State Railroad Commission, at the recent 
hearing before Commissioners Brundige 
and Benedict in Los. Angeles where the 
matter of service conditions of the three 
Southern California gas companies were 
comprehensively studied and investigated. 
The Southern Counties Gas Company, the 
Los Angeles Gas & Electric Corporation 
and the Southern California Gas Company 
were represented. There were also presem 
representatives of several local cities, the 
Board of Public Utilities of Los Angeles, 
and City Attorney Jess Stephens of that 
city.

March 15 and 16, Every phase 
gas situation in Los Angeles and 

was studied with the view of 
recurrance of inadequate 
conditions during the coming 
winter period. The recent gas shortage in 
Hollywood, Pasadena, the Wilshire dis- 
trict and other parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia were investigated and the gas com- 
panies laid before the commissioners their 
plans for betterments and extensions which 
are to be ready for the 1922-28 winter 
season, 

Engineer Lester Ready of the Commission 
and Harry Masser represented the gas de- 
partment of the Commission, These ex- 
perts will study the building programs 
of the three gas companies as to the 
possibility of future gas shortages. Com- 
missioners Brundige and Benedict took the 
matter under consideration, 

Because of the good service rendered 
Southern Counties Gas Company 
which serves gas locally, and because this 
company plans to expend $1,500,000 on its 
1922 capital budget program, the belief 
was expressed at the hearing that the 
coompany betterments would adequately 
take care of any growth on the system, 
thereby eleminating the possibility of a gas 
shortage in any of the cities served by 
the Southern Counties Company.
